CHICAGO, HI., April 8—The plumber's 
strike was practically settled this inorn- 
ing at a conference between committees 
of the junior plumbers and master 
plumbers. 
The conditions of settle- 
ment are a compromise and provides a 
minimum of $3.50 a day for all journey- 
men ^plumbers, and an increase of 25 
per cent, in the wages of juniors. The 
agreement will be formerly ratified at a 
joint meeting to-day. 


The cigarmakers settled one of their 
grievances yesterday, when the Phoenix 
Cigar company took back all of it» old 
men, sixty in number, and agreed here 
after to employ none but union men. 


LATER. 


The plumbers' strike is still on, as all 
the difficulties between the two sets of 
belligerents have not yet been adjusted. 
At last night's conference the master 
plumbers agreed to pay a minimum of 
.50 a day fcr all journeymen and an 
increase of 25 per cent, for the juniors. 
The journeymen plumbers are satisfied 
with the advance, although it was by no 
means what they demanded. 


The juniors, however, who struck to 
aid the journeymen, are not satisfied 
with a 25 per cent, increase, and that is 
the hitch at this morning's conference 
of the two arbitration committees. The 
carpenters' strike is still on, although 
the men will probably appoint an arbi- 
tration committee this afternoon to con- 
fer with the master carpenters. The 
strikers say that not more than twenty 
men are at work within the city limits of 
Chicago to-day. They feel much en- 
couraged. 


GENEVA, April 8.—At a meeting held 
at Oleten, at which there were present 
247 delegates represeating 120,000 work- 
men, resolutions were adopted provid- 
ing for the formation of trades unions, 
associations for the aid of the sick and 
a system of insurance against accident. 
Resolutions were also adopted calling 
for certain amendments to the factory 
laws now existing, which will tend to 
make them more favorable to the labor- 
ing classes.

EAST SAGINAW, Mich., April 8.—Chas. 
Dixson, formerly deputy county 
treasurer, who was recently arrested in 
Chicago and brought here for trial on a 
charge of embezzlement, he having ap- 
propriated to his own use several thou- 
sand dollars in money belonging to the 
county, was yesterday sentenced to five 
years imprisonment at hard labor in the 
state prison at Jackson. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—A private dis- 
patch from Monte Carlo, received this 
morning, announces the death at that 
place of Junius S. Morgan, the senior 
member of the banking house of J. S. 
Morgan & Co., of London. 


LONDON, April 8.—Richard Davis, who 
together with his younger brother, 
George, was sentenced to death for the 
murder of their father, was hanged at 
Crewe to-day. George Davis was re 
spited by the home secretary for a few 
days. 


STBEATOR, III., April 8.—The main 
glass factory building of the United 
Glass Co., in this city burned yesterday 
morning.

The loss is $25,000.

WASHINGTON! 


Cx.t^peaker Randall BTot in a Critical 
Condition—Business Done 
in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—Mr. Randall's 
family say that he is not in a critical 
condition, as has been reported, but 
that he passed a very comfortable night, 
and that he is better to-day than he was 
last week. 


The house has passed with amend- 
ments the bill to prevent the enlistment 
of aleins in the naval service of the 
United States. The house reconsidered 
the vote by which the bill making ap- 
propriation to supply the deficiency 
caused by the Silcott defalcation was 
defeated and the bill was passed. The 
house then went into committee of the 
whole on the naval appropriation bill. 


In the senate to-day house bill to ad- 
mit free of duty articles intended for St. 
Loiiis exposition in 
September and 
October, 1890, that may be imported 
from the republic of Mexico was 
amended by adding the words "and 
other American Republics and the 
Dominion of Canada" and as amend- 
ment passed, a conference was asked. 


The Montana election case was taken 
up and Mr. Spoon er continued his argu- 
ment in support of the republican con- 
testants. 


The hpuse committee on judiciary 
completed its consideration of the com- 
mercial convention's national bank 
ruptcy bill to-day and ordered it to be 
reported favorably. Mr. Culberson, of 
Texas, gave notice that he would make 
a minority report and submit his bank- 
ruptcy bill already introduced. 


The convention bill has been changed 
in its phraseology, but the principles 
which it embodies remain the same. A 
favoable report was ordered on a bill 
introduced by Mr. Henderson, of North 
Carolina, amending the internal revenue 
laws. The bill abolishes provisions for 
minimum punishments for violations of 
the revenue laws and gives to judges 
discretion to impose penalties. 


It forbids the issuing of warrants on 
affidavits made upon information and 
believing unless the affidavits arc made 
by internal revenue officers and it gives 
the commissioner of internal ^ revenue 
authority to compromise any criminal 
or civil case under the internal revenue 
laws and to remit penalties.

A MISSOURI farmer with^ a turn for 
statistics has furnished a communica- 
tion to his county paper on the subject 
of official salaries, in which he states 
that an official who receives $4,000 per 
year salary absorbs the price of 26,666 
bushels of corn at 15 cents per bushel, 
or of 6,666 bushels of wheat at 60 cents 
per bushel, or 33,333 bushels of oats 
at 12 cents, or the price of fifty good 
farm horses. He also estimates that 
a farm hand at $13 per month would 
have to work the year round for a 
quarter of a century to earn the same 
amount, and adds that in 1866-'67-'68 
about 5,000 to 8,000 bushels of corn 
would have footed the bill, or 3,000 
bushels of wheat.

STRUCK ^ 
STORM! 


TJie Town of Prophetstown, 111., Vis- 
ited by a Tornado and <Kreat 
l>amag;e is Bone. 


CLINTON, Iowa, April 8.—A heavy 
storm at Prophefestown, 111., last night, 
blew down the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy depot and unroofed an elevator. 
Several persons were injured, but no 
lives were lost. The telegraph wires are 
down and only meagre reports are ob- 
tainable. 


LATER. 


A conductor on the Burlington road, 
who left Mendotta at 5 o'clock, says the 
damage reported at Prophetstown, HI., 
has been exaggerated. 
The telegraph 
manager at Mendotta, in communicat- 
ing with Prophetstown, reported that a 
railway depot, one elevator and several 
frame buildings had been destroyed. 


He says that there has been no loss of 
life. Several persons were injured, but 
no names could be obtained. At the 
general offices of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railway a report of the 
disaster was received by the superintend- 
ent at 11 o'clock this morning. The re- 
port was to the effect that the newspaper 
reports at the first were greatly exag- 
gerated. But, few buildings were par- 
tially wrecked and but six persons were 
slightly injured. No deaths have re- 
sulted. 


IS IT KAY 'S WIPE ? 


The {Supposed Husband of the Woman 
Kow Under Arrest in Chicago. 


THE 
SENTINEL gave a lengthy ac- 
count yesterday of the poisoning of the 
Newland family, at Englewood, one of 
the suburbs of Chicago. 


A servant girl going by the name of 
Lizzie Starke was arrested on suspicion 
of having administered rat poison in the 
food and thus caused the death of Mr. 
and Mrs. Newland. 


In the police station she said her 
right name was Mary Starr William 
Ray and that her husband was a bill 
poster in Fort Wayne, Ind. 


Starr William Ray, an employe of the 
Bill Posting company, was seen to-day 
at his boarding house, 106 Barr street, 
by a SENIINEL reporter. 


"According to this article my wife is 
held on suspicion of having poisoned 
the Newland family in Chicago," said 
he. 


"Yea, when and where did you marry 
her ?" . 


'•We were married on the 3d of March, 
1880, in this city." 


"What was her maiden name 
"Mary Frances Morse." 
"How about the name of Lizzie 
Starke ?" 


"As to that I can't say. The whole 
affair is too much of a mystery for me. 
My wife never had that name that I am 
aware of." 


"How long have ycu been separated 
from your w fe?" 


"Ever since three years ago, the 23d 
of last February. She then applied for 
a divorce, which was not granted. She 
went to St. Joe, Mich., and from there 
drifted around, I don't know where." 


Were you in Chicago Thursday, as 
she stated to a reporter ?" 


"I have not been out of the city for 
weeks and have not seen her for months. 
I was not in Chicago as she sajs." 


'Is your little daughter, Mamie, with 
you as she claims ?" 


"The last I knew of Mamie she was 
with her mother." 


18 it not altogether probable that 
this woman, who professes to be the 
wife of Mr. Ray, is a falsifier in that, 
too? 


Mr. Ray has signified his intention of 
going to Chicago to try and clear up the 
mystery.

Starr was in Lafayette about three 
weeks ago. At that time she called 
upon Attorneys Kumler & Gaylord and 
wanted to know how much they would 
charge to draw up a will for her. They 
told her they would charge five dollars, 
whereupon she stated that she had 
fallen heir to $300,000 by the death of a 
relative in England, that she wanted to 
bequeath a large portion of it to Charles 
Large and would be back the next day 
with the five dollars and have the will 
duly drawn. She never came but the 
sudden announcement of so much money 
made these two enterprising attorneys 
look at the girl in wonder."

BI«r FHAUB 


In Connection With a Failure Three 
Vears Ago Cromes to Ugrht. 


CáioAGo, April 8.—A morning paper 
says that the detaüs of a fraud in con- 
nection with the failure in 1887 of the 
great barbed wire manufacturers, Sher- 
man & Marsh, has just come to light. 


It appears that Eben J. Marsh, manag- 
ing partner of the firm, seeing that the 
failure was inevitable, laid his plans to 
deceive the creditors, and to feather his 
own nest. He entered into a conspiracy 
with Chas. H. Lane, a New York 
broker, to make it appear that he 
(Marsh) was speculating heavily in 
stocks. 


Marsh then bought up as much wire 
on credit as he could possibly, stored it 
in ware houses and borrowed money on 
the receipts. In this way he got to- 
gether about $150,000. This was placed 
in Lane's hands, to be held for Marsh 
until after the failure of the firm. For 
his se . vices Lane was to get $25,000. 


When the failure of the firm was an- 
nounced, Marsh confessed to the credi- 
tors that he had been speculabiog in 
stocks and showed receipts from Laue 
to prove his assertion. While this was 
being investigated, Lano took ail of the 
$150,000 and left the countiy. 


Marsh followed him to Europe, but 
was unable to find him. 
In the mean- 
time the creditors of the firm put detec- 
tives on Lane's track and it is under- 
stood they found him and induced him 
to give up $75,000. 


Marsh was also taken in hand by the 
creditors and compelled to turn» over to 
them $25,000, which he had realized on 
some Chicago real estate. Marsh is now 
said to be a salesman for a lumber firm 
in Baton Rouge, La.

Lakeside 
Easily 
Sewered. 


Parties owning bnilding lots, which 
they are trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and so far out, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
daring the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
the following reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 
sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 
ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
£rom sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can be so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 
with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diifi- 
culty, even without a sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 
engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
80 easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
as soon as the flood reaches the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small 
engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewer^e be thus pumped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as ^ y 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not liKely the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be i)raotically 
nothing. 
This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than $5,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle, llius easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed adde.

failure was ino\ itable, laid his pltins to 
deceive the creditors, and to feather his 
own nest. Ho entered into a conspiracy 
with Chas. II. Luue, a Now York 
broker, to make it 
appear that he 


(Marsh) 
was speculating heavily iu 


stocks. 


Marsh then bought up as much wire 


on credit as ho could possibly, stored it 
iu ware houses and borrowed money on 
tho receipts. In this way ho got to- 
gether about $150,000. This was placed 
in Lane's hands, to bo held for Marsh 
until after the failure of tho firm. For 
his so vices Lane was to get §25,000. 


When tho failure of tho lirm was an- 


nounced, Marsh confessed to tho credi- 
tors that lie had been speculating in 
stocks and showed receipts from Lane 
to prove his assertion. While this was 
being investigated, Lane took a!l of tho 
§150,000 and left the eoimhy. 


Marsh followed him to Europe, but 


was unable to find him. Iu tho mean- 
time the creditors of tho firm put detec- 
tives on Lane's track and it. is under- 
stood they found him and induced him 
to give up §75,000. 


Marsh was also taken iu hand by tho 


ireditors and compelled to turn- over to 
them §25,000, which he had realized on 
some Chicngo real estate. Marsh is now 
;aid to bo a salesman for a lumber lirm 
in Baton Kongo, La.

Easily 


Sewered, 


Parties owning building lots, which 


they tire trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewor and so far ont, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
during the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of homo seek 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, b; 
telling them that sewers in that addition 
if put down low enough to drain cellars 
would not operate in times of grea 
floods, and would only admit water tc 
cellar* they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 


the following reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had n< 


sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has even th< 
central part of the residence portion o 
the oity been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 


ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi 


tions to Fort Wayne are so far removec 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity 
be a long time before they can be BO con 
nected. 


Fourth; "Lakeside" is undorlaic 


with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from batl 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi 
culty, even without a sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civi 


engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The pUu outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and runninj 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
ae soon as the flood reaches the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewerage be thus pumped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not liuely the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would bo practically nothing. This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than $6,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.
